" STRANGE AMERICAN’ PROCEDURE. 


. London, Aug. 9. 

Five United States destroyers are patrolling the Florida Coast 
of Miami with orders from President Wilson to prevent the British 
eable-ship “Colonia” from landing the cable which the Western Union 
Telegraph Company is Isying from Barbados to eonnect with the 
British cable from Barbados to South America. 

It is explained that the American Government's action is taken 
in order to prevent the landing of the cable before the Meeting of the 
International Communications Congress at Washington on Sept. 15th.

WHAT. WILL-COME OF IT? 


Mr, Shaw, M.P. for ‘Preston, 
and secre! of the International 
Federation of Textile Workers, 
who was a member of the British 
Labour Delegation to Russia, 
writes as follows— - 

TheCommunistParty in Russia, 
aven taking the most optimistic 
af its supporters as ‘an authority, 
doea not number more than 
800,000 members, But these 
mombers consider themselva 
to be “soldiers of the 
Republic,” are under strict 
discipline, abd withont any 
shadow of doubt govern the coun- 
try. I failed to discover any 
party, or any individual, who is 
at present prepared to attempt to 
give the Communist power any 
trouble. This is not because there 
ia ne opposition to the policy of 
the Soviet authorities; there js 
both dissatisfaction and discon- 
tent. But exterior influences, 
not the ruthlessness of the Soviet 
Government, keep the opposition 
quiet. 

THREE DISTURBING FACTORS. -. 

There are three factors existing 
which cause mo grave aoriety. 
First of all there ia the bitterness 
which is baing developed towards 
Britain in all sections of the 
community. In tho second place, 
this feeting is responsible for 
tha way the people are 
submitting, not only to military 
compulsion, butto an industrial 
compalsion which the workers 
of Britain have never dreamt 
of. Thirdly, there is the 
growing feeling that Rassia must 
starve and hunger ontil she can 
of her own resources and strength 
succeed in feeding and clothing 
her population.

National Congress has 
sent a strong deputation over 
here, headed by Sir Pannambalan 
Arnnachstan, to attempt to insert 
liberal ideas into the plans of 
the Colonial Office experts. 
They ask for a measure of 
reform sufficient to place the 
Ceslonese “ on the road to full 
responsible government.” They 
would be satisfied with a Legisla- 
tive Council of which four-fifths 
was elective upon a wide fran- 
chise, with full control over the 
Budget. An important point is 
the demand that the Governor 
should be s man who has 
had Parliamentary experience in 
England. The typical “Crown 
colony governor has had exper- 
jence of an official desk and 
nothing more. Is is feared 
by the Ceylon lesders ~ that

The news we haverecently bad 
that Ceylon has been conceded a 
measure of constitutional reform 
was considerably detracted from 
when it became kuown that, al+ 
though en unofficial majority bas 
been granted, there are cartain 
widely. phrased proviso which 
render the -measure of little 
value. Wher one thinks that 
Ceylon only received what it did 
after 2 special deputation went 
Hore to urge the. Colony’s claim 
it_would seem that Hongkong’s 
hope of any far-reaching 
constitutions! reform is a 
little forlorn at present. Our 
claim only exists on paper and

Official administration has 
achieved « great deal—it has 
built the Colony up to what it 
is today with choracteristic

I doubt whether any Police 
Officer knows tho exact dolimita- 
tion.
